Upon consideration, the traverse in Paper No. 6 filed August 31, 2000 is found persuasive 
and the election/restriction requirement in Paper No. 5 is withdrawn. Claims 1-1 15 are allowed as 
the prior art to Ting does not teach the claimed feature regarding the barrier layer containing a 
reducing agent which react with the first plating solution to form the metal seed layer. There is no 
teaching or suggestion to modify the prior art to arrive at the claimed process.
